The man was given medi¬ 
cation and sent home, and 
after ten days he was back in 
the hospital again, this time 
at Welland. He was given a 
series of tests, and he was 
considered in critical condi¬ 
tion because of a blood clot 
in his leg. 

The resident said her hus¬ 
band was taken to the 
Niagara Falls hospital and 
placed into the Intensive 
Care Unit. 

"The doctor said because 
of the C. difficile, my hus¬ 
band couldn't be operated 
on.

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Canadian Pickers hit show coming to town to hunt down antiques

It's time to dust off that old 
trunk in the attic and explore 
all of those boxes in the 
basement — the Canadian 
Pickers are on their way to 
Fort Erie. 

Canadian Pickers is a tele¬ 
vision show following 
Sheldon Smithens and Scott 
Cozens as they search back 
roads, basements, sheds and 
bams for antique treasures. 

Smithens, who is an 
antiques dealer, auctioneer 
and appraiser, and his part¬ 
ner, Cozens, who is a part- 
time lawyer and life-long 
picker, are looking to buy 
everything from old toys, to 
signs, to collectibles. 

For anyone who doesn't 
know, a picker is a slang 
expression for someone who 
rummages through attics, 
old trunks and anywhere 
antiques can be found. 


"Pickers is a slang expres¬ 
sion used to describe what 
we do. In Britain, we would 
be knockers, because people 
used to literally knock on 
other peoples' doors," says 
Smithens. 

They will be rolling into 
town to begin shooting the 
second season of their tele¬ 
vision show. 

Cozens says he and his 
partner are excited to come 
to the Niagara region 
because of its rich history, 
and its many tourist attrac- 

The picker says he hopes 
to find Crystal Beach memo¬ 
rabilia when the former 
amusement park was in its 
hey-day. 

"We're really interested in 
looking for early and historic 
advertising. The Niagara 
Peninsula is very much 
localized." 

He says he cannot wait to 
visit other places such as 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, which 
is an area with a long history, 
known for its vineyards, and 
fruit. 

"There is a huge market 
for Niagara collectibles. 
We're interested in souve¬ 
nirs, and the many great big 
houses with history. We have 


soft spot for Niagara col¬ 
lectables," says Smithens. 

The pair wants to share 
Canada's history by buying 
items and sharing their sto¬ 
ries on their television 

"We try to visit places we 
haven't been to before and 
to share that with the rest of 
Canada." 

Smithens wants everyone 
to know when they come to 
the Niagara region that the 
pickers will treat people with 
respect. 

'We usually get a mixed 
reaction when we tell people 
we are pickers. People don't 
understand what picking is 
until they see the show and 
get the concept. Picking is 
an opportunity to root 
around and find interesting 
things and people are usu¬ 
ally happy we're coming." 

Smithens says sometimes 
he gets calls from people 
that think they are ready to 
sell objects that haven't been 
used in years, and it turns 
out they aren't. 

"Sometimes people have 
valuable things thrown in a 
big pile and they don't han¬ 
dle them carefully. If people 
are on the sentimental side 
about something we back 


right off. We treat people like 
we treat our grandma." 

Having completed their 
first season, and just getting 
ready for another, Smithens 
says the pickers haven't had 
a chance to look at what they 
have purchased so far. 

They estimated their haul 
to include 70 toys, 1,000 
individualized items which 
they still have to go through 


and sell to make a profit. 

"We haven't had a chance 
to see what we have bought 
so far. It will be a big 
Christmas morning when 
we unpack." 

The production team for 
Canadian Pickers is heading 
to Niagara from September 
10th to 13th and they want 
to hear what jewels Fort Erie 
residents have hiding away 


their homes.

Health care is no longer about human lives, says reader 


Dear Editor, 


If you attended the 
media event in St. 
Catharines on Aug. 10, you 
are likely still walking 
around in disbelief and 
awe, that our health sys¬ 
tem has reached such a 
state of disgusting inepti¬ 
tude. 

I have been writing let¬ 
ters for several years now 
to get the message across, 
that health care is no lon¬ 
ger about human lives and 
safety, but all about 
money. 

People are just figures 
in the latest reports and 
graphs, not living breath¬ 


ing, mothers, fathers, chil¬ 
dren, grandparents or 
neighbours. 

They are just numbers 
to be manipulated and 
slotted into spaces that 
will help balance the goals 
and aims of the governing 
body that is playing the 
human poker game. 

Win or lose - and they 
want to win at any cost. 

After listening to the 
heart wrenching stories of 
death, pain, mismanage¬ 
ment, agony and loss, that 
all of those who spoke of 
their personal brush with, 
not only, C-difficile, but 
also MRSA, spoke about, 
you could not come away 
untouched. 


Not if you have a con¬ 
science and care about 
others. 

We heard of filth, of 
injustice, of frustration 
shown by staff, and about 
absolute neglect. 

Our remaining medical 
staff are over run by over¬ 
work because of staff cuts 
and job cuts. 

Cuts that have cleaning 
staff delivering food trays 
as an extra job added to 
their work day, yet expect¬ 
ing them to be able to take 
on the duties of those who 
were let go and another 
job added to their daily 
routine. 

How can they thor¬ 
oughly clean the rooms 


and beds and deliver food 
in the same allotted time? 

It is no wonder that C- 
dif, MRSA and VRE are 
rampant in our hospitals 
when cleanliness is jeop¬ 
ardized to balance the 
human poker money 
game, as mentioned 

Our Minister of Health 
and Premier love to talk 
about how much they have 
done for health care, and 
at this point I agree. 

Just think of the actual 
hospital conditions that 
their government appoint¬ 
ed committees have foist¬ 
ed on us, as death, filth, 
grief and obvious medical 
problems belong in those 


conditions. 

They reduced wait 
times for hips and knees 
but there are some fami¬ 
lies now wishing that their 
loved ones did not have 
that surgery. 

They survived the sur¬ 
gery but not the hospital 
visit. 

Did you know that it is 
your right to ask to be sent 
to hospitals outside of the 
';region' (e.g. To Hamilton, 
Toronto etc). 

You have to know it is 
an option! Do not let the 
providers/NHS/LHIN put 
you off. 

You are legally entitled 
to be referred out of region, 
and since Hamilton is in 


the same LHIN, this does 
not even qualify as out of 

Your family doctor can 
send you to any specialist 
in the province, and you 
should check out the OMA 
site on doctors that lists 
each doctors qualifica¬ 
tions, where they got them 
and when and patients 
comments on them. 

Just food for thought.

The Devil is in the Details 

As the Bay Beach condo¬ 
minium controversy contin¬ 
ues, the details are now sur¬ 
facing and they are not pret¬ 
ty- 

If this development moves 
forward, the public will be 
losing an additional half acre 
of our waterfront due to 
Ministry of Natural 
Resources (MNR) require¬ 
ments necessary to protect 
an endangered species, 
namely the Fowlers Toad. 

We ail should be asking, 
when the town staff knew 
that this was a definite pos¬ 
sibility. 

Around two years ago the 
town budgeted $50,000 for 
an environmental impact 
study (EIS). I was opposed 
to the town paying for the 
EIS study and argued that 
the cost of the study 
although necessary, should 
borne by the developer, not 
the taxpayer. I lost this 
debate. 

However, senior planning 
staff decided the council 
approved EIS study was not 
necessary and spent the 
budgeted $50,000 on other 
aspects of this development 
without consulting council. 
I wonder did the planning 
staff know that if they pro¬ 
ceeded with this study the 
problems with the Fowler's 
Toad would rise to the sur¬ 
face "a litde too soon" prior 
to “the agreements” and 
“partnerships” being made, 
and before the OMB hear¬ 
ings took place. 

But for the editor of this 
paper to blame those in 
opposition to the develop- 
t for MNR's decision is 



totally unjustified and he 
needs to apologize. 

Years ago when this 
development wasfirstputon 
the table it was known and 
discussed that the MNR 
would be very involved and 
that they most likely would 
impose stipulations regard¬ 
ing this development before 
approvals would be given 
and without these approvals 
the project would not move 
forward. 

The MNR does its home¬ 
work and they do it well. The 
Fowler’s Toad and other 
environmental issues would 
definitely be identified as the 
MNR investigated this proj¬ 
ect! 

With prior development 
projects, that required MNR 
approval the level of study 
and identification of envi¬ 
ronmental concerns ulti¬ 
mately halted or significantly 
reduced the projects. 
Remember the 30 million 
dollar golf course that due to 
wetland designation could 
not proceed; the town's 
developable industrial land ( 
alongside the QEW) due to 
wet land designation has 
now been downsized con¬ 
siderably making any indus¬ 
trial development question¬ 
able. Is there enough indus¬ 
trial land left to make it via¬ 
ble and attract industry? The 
MNR has raised concerns 
regarding environmental 
issues regarding the pro¬ 
posed speedway off of Bowen 
Road; the requirements 
imposed by the MNR will 
definitely need to be met 
prior to this project moving 
forward. The MNR has a 
mandate to protect the envi¬ 
ronment and they take this 
responsibility seriously, as 
they should. To suggest that 


they would have overlooked 
the Fowlers Toad habitat is 
simply ridiculous. 

The town's lack of trans¬ 
parency regarding this devel¬ 
opment is appalling. A 
recent quote that the land 
will remain public is correct 
but disingenuous. The addi¬ 
tional half an acre of water¬ 
front that will be needed for 
the Fowlers Toad will remain 
public but it will be roped off 
or fenced off to the public 

The cost to maintain this 
habitat will be borne by the 
taxpayers. Those living in 
the condo will have addi¬ 
tional green space which will 
further separate the devel¬ 
opment from the public at 
no cost to them. 

I suggest that we ask that 
for one weekend the prop¬ 
erty that will "not be 
accessed” or “restricted " to 
the public be clearly identi¬ 
fied on site. Rope it off. Let 
the public get a real feel for 
how much waterfront this 
development will take away 
from the public. 

I understand that council 
needs to enter an agreement 
with the MNR, prior to this 
development going forward. 
Council can decide that the 
loss of an additional half 
acre of waterfront for public 
use is not acceptable. Please 
let your council know what 
you think about “the loss of 
use” of an additional half 
acre of our Bay Beach water-

World's Top Coin Collectors in Town Next Week 
to Purchase All Types of Coins!

ICC will be placing ads in newspapers, radio and 
running television spots this week asking people to bring 
in any old silver and gold coins made before 1968 
and U.S. coins made before 1970. Those that bring 
in their coins will be able to speak with collectors one 
on one and have their coins looked at by a specialist. 
With the help of these ICC members, offers will be 
made to those that have coins made before 1968. 
Offers will be made based on silver or gold content 
and the rarity of the coins. All coins made before 
1968 will be examined and purchased including gold 
coins, silver coins, silver dollars, all types of nickels and 
pennies. Those that decide to sell their coins will be 
paid on the spot. 

If you are like a lot of people you might have a 
few old coins or even a coffee can full lying around. 
If you have ever wondered what they are worth now 
might be your chance to find out and even sell them 
if you choose. They could be worth a lot according 
to the International Coin Collectors also known as 
ICC. Collectors will pay a fortune for some coins 
and currency for their collections. If it is rare enough, 
one coin could be worth over $100,000 according 
to Eric Helms, coin collector and ICC member. One 
ultra rare dime, an 1 894S Barber, sold for a record 
$ 1.9 million to a collector in July of 2007. While that 
is an extreme example, many rare and valuable coins 
are stashed away in dresser drawers or lock boxes 
around the country. The ICC and its collector members 
have organized a traveling event in search of all types 
of coins and currency. Even common coins can be 
worth a significant amount due to the high price of 
silver and gold, says Helms. Washington quarters and 
Roosevelt dimes can be worth many times their face 
value. Recent silver markets have driven the price up 
on common coins made of silver. Helms explains that 
all U.S. half dollars, quarters and dimes made before 
1970 contain 90% silver and are sought after any time 
silver prices rise. Right now it's a sellers market he said. 

The rarest coins these collectors are looking for 
include $20, $10, $5 and $2 1/2 gold coins and 
any coin made before 1 850. These coins always 
bring big premiums according to the ICC. Silver 
dollars are also very sought after nowadays. 

Other types of items the ICC will be purchasing 
during this event include U.S. currency, gold bullion, 
investment gold, silver bars, silver rounds, proof sets, 
etc. Even foreign coins are sought after and will be 
purchased. 

Also at this event anyone can sell their gold 
jewellery, dental gold or anything made of gold on the 
spot. Gold is currently trading at over $ 1,500.00 per 
ounce near an all time high. Bring anything you think 
might be gold and the collectors will examine, test and 
price it for free. If you decide to sell, you will be paid 
on the spot - it has been an unknown fact that coin 
dealers have always paid more for jewellery and scrap 
gold than other jewelers and pawn brokers.

seasoned in the public 
realm, he has experience 
with living in other demo¬ 
cratic cultures that handle 
health care and social ser¬ 
vices quite differently. 

"That gives me a different 
perspective than the other 
candidates." 

This election will be about 


health care and the econo¬ 
my, he says, and he believes 
he has something to con¬ 
tribute to both. 

"I have seen how other 
systems work. That's the 
experience I can bring to 
this election." 

For example, in Japan the 
government foots the bill for 
70 per cent of health care 
costs. Private insurance cov¬ 
ers the other 30 per cent. 

Nobody can be denied 
health care, he said, and that 
30 per cent private invest¬ 
ment ensures a system that 
is "much better than ours 
has become." 

While people are con¬ 
cerned about health care 
across the province, it's pos¬ 
sible that nowhere are peo¬ 
ple more angry than in Fort 
Erie. 

Hyde says at a recent pub¬ 
lic meeting he attended resi¬ 
dents were so furious that 
many were banging fists on 
tables. 

"They want their hospital 
back." 

He believes getting the

During a recent return 
visit to Japan—his wife is 
Japanese—he met with peo¬ 
ple he worked with during 
his four years there. They 
confirmed what he already 
knew, that since 9/11 the 
Japanese are choosing other 
countries to visit, partly 
because of their own slump¬ 
ing economy. 

One of the most important 
tenets of the Libertarian 
Party is to limit the size of 


government and help pri¬ 
vate corporations to be more 
competitive, to create more 
jobs and more revenue. 

"The private sector drives 
the economy by injecting 
money into it whereas the 
public sector primarily dis¬ 
tributes capital. We need to 
examine every government 
ministry and if they cannot 
prove their usefulness, we 
need to eliminate that min¬ 
istry." 

A prime example, in the 
industry he knows best, is 
the Ministry of Tourism, 
which he says competes 
against private travel com¬ 
panies, using their own 
money. 

In the 2007 provincial 
election Libertarians fielded 
25 candidates. Hyde says his 
party hopes to double that 
number this election. 

He faces off in the Niagara 
Falls riding against Liberal 
incumbent Kim Craitor, 
Conservative George Lepp, 
Wayne Redekop represent¬ 
ing the NDP and Green Party 
candidate Byrne Smith.

“We need to establish pro¬ 
tocols in hospitals for clean¬ 
liness, the transferring of 
patients between hospitals, 
and we need better elec¬ 
tronic records.” 

The former mayor says 
Local Health Integration 
Networks should be 
scrapped and having an 
elected hospital board is the 
best way to achieve account¬ 
ability. 

Another issue facing resi¬ 
dents in the Niagara region 
is the high cost of living and 
the rate of employment in 
the area. 

“The HST puts burdens 


on people in terms of home 
heating and essential items. 
Right now, people are very 
concerned about jobs” 
Redekop says new jobs 
have been created because 
of tax cuts given to corpora¬ 
tions—most of these new 
jobs have been part-time. 

Taking a look at the 
Ontario Student Assistance 
Program is an important 
issue to help young adults to 
attend colleges and univer¬ 
sities. Redekop says it is 
important that people have 
the opportunity to receive a 
post-secondary education.
